Hardy said the district is ne- 
gotiating with the owner of an 
abandoned service station, The 
problem, he indicated, is that 
the owner wants to lease the ata- 


tion for the price a leasee would 
pay if he operated the station, 

Hardy said that he has lo- 
cated outside sources of fuel 
for the districts buses but there 
is nowhere to store it, 

Outside sources, he eaid, in- 
clude independent dealere and 
public agencies who have a sur- 
plus from their fuel allocations 
and are willing to sell ir, 

Hardy told the trustees that 
he recently purchased 5,000 gal~ 
lons of gas outside the district's

The purchase of the gasoline,
